OBITUARY. 

Mr. Robert S. Hughes, President of the Rogers Loco- 
motive Works, of Paterson, N. J., died at his home in 
Paterson on Aug. 11. Mr. Hughes was born in 1827 and 
bis whole business career was passed in the service of the 
Rogers Locomotive Works and the firms which it suc- 
ceeded. 

Mr. J. Simpson Africa, President of the Union Trust 
Co., of Philadelphia, Pa., died at his home in Huntingdon, 
Pa., on Aug. 8. Mr, Africa was by profession a civil engi- 
neer, his first public office being that of County Surveyor 
of Huntingdon county in 1853. In 1882 he was elected 
Secretary of Internal Affairs of the State of Pennsylvania. 


Professor Charles Scott Venable, Professor Emeritus of 
Mathematics at the University of Virginia, died at Char- 
lottesvile, Va., Aug. 11. Prof. Venable graduated from 
the University of Virginia in 1848 and afterwards studied 
at Berlin and Bonn. During the Civil War he was Lieu- 
tenant Colonel and Aide-de-Camp on the staff of Gen. 
Robt. E. Lee. In 1865 he was appointed Professor ot 
Mathematics at the University of Virginia. 


Professor James Edward Keeler, Director of the Lick 
Observatory, at Mount Hamilton, Cal., died Aug. 14. 
Prof. Keeler was born in 1857 and graduated from Johns 
Hopkins University in 1881, afterwards studying with 
Quincke at Heidelberg and von Helmholz at Berlin. He 
was Director of the Allegheny Observatory from 1889 to 
lsvS, when he was appointed Director of the Lick Ob- 
servatory. He was a member of the Royal Astronomical 
Society of Great Britain. 


Mr. Collis Potter Huntington, President of the Southern 
Pacific R. R., died at his camp, Pine Knot, in the Adiron- 
dacks, on Aug. 14. The cause of death was heart failure. 
Mr. Huntington was born in 1821 at Harwinton, Conn., 
his father being a tinsmith. One of his ancestors was the 
jurist and statesman, Samuel Huntington, Governor of 
Connecticut, signer of the Declaration of Independence and 
President of the Continental Congress. Having accumu- 
lated a considerable sum of money while still a young 
man, Mr. Huntington went to California in 1848. Here, 
by trading and various enterprises, he rapidly increased 
his fortune, finally becoming associated with Leland 
Stanford and the Crocker brothers. In 1861 they or- 
ganized a company to construct the Centra] Pacific R. R. 
Subsequently Mr. Huntington built many railways and 
organized numerous great enterprises, including the Ches- 
apeake & Ohio Ry., the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., the 
Newport News & Mississippi Valley Co., and the Newport 
News Shipbuilding & Dry-Dock Co. He was a philan- 
thropist and a patron of art. 

Major Frederick E, Prime, Chief Engineer in Grant's 
Mississippi campaign, died at his home at Litchfield, Conn., 
Aug. 12. Major Prime graduated from West Point in 
180. His first service was on improvements to the forti- 
fications about New York Harbor, including the building 
of Sort Schuyler. At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
wes captured.at Pensacola, while on his way to Fort 
Pickens, but obtained his freedom in time for duty as 
‘ant Engineer on the construction of the defenses 
of Washington. He was in the Manassas campaign in 


1861, and took part in the battle of Bull Run. After this 
he was engaged ir erecting the temporary defenses of the 
threatened city of Baltimore, and then became, in quick 
succession, Chief Engineer of the Departments of Ken- 
tucky, of the Cumberland, and of the Ohio. While in the 
latter command he was wounded and taken prisoner during 
a reconnoissance near Mili Spring, Ky., on Dec. 5, but 
was back to the army again in time to join Gen. Grant 
in the spring of 1862. He was breveted Major for gal- 
lantry at the battle of Corinth, and Lieutenant Colonel 
for gallantry during the siege of Vicksburg, and was 
promoted to the rank of Major in the Vorps of Engineers, 
June 1, 1863. He was breveted Colonei, March 13, 1865, 
for gallant and meritorious services during the whole war, 
and at the same time declined a brevet as Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the United States Army. After the war he was for 
about a year a member of the special Board of Engineers 
in charge of the work at Willet’s Point. His later ser- 
vices were in connection with the improvements of the 
mouth of the Mississippi and the survey of Galveston 
Harbor. He was retired Sept. 5, 1871.

This proposed railway in the State of Kashmir (India), 
will be from 165 to 180 miles long, with grades of 3 and 
6%, and very sharp curves. Two locations have been 
made, one for a summit line and the other for a tunnel 
line. The special feature of the line, however, is the 
Proposition to operate it by electricity, the current being 
generated by water power plants, several sites for which 
are available. The cost of coal would be extremely high 
in this district. Mr. Crompton’s report discusses the 
questions as to whether the line can be economically 
operated by electric power, and whether one central power 
station or several such stations along the line would give 
the best results. The first question is answered affirma- 
tively, and as to the second, three stations are recom- 
mended. Each station would have three 700-HP. turbines 
of the Escher-Wyss pattern, driving three generators de- 
livering a current at 3.000 volts, which would be raised to 
20,000 volts by step-up transformers. For the summit 
grades (if tunnels are not adopted), cable traction is 
recommended. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RAILROAD COMMIS- 
SIONER OF RHODE ISLAND.—E. L. Freeman, Rail- 
road Commissioner, Providence, R. I. Cloth; 8vo.;

This report for the year 1899 shows that the State of 
Rhode Island had, in December last, 281 miles of rail- 
way, with 516 miles of track, and employing 2,624 per- 
sons. They had 211 bridges (42 less than in 1898), of 
which 19 were of stone, 73 of iron, 117 of wood and 2 of 
wood and iron. There were 227 highway grade crossings, 
and 342 farm or private crossings; the city of Pawtucket 
is trying to arrange for a separation of grades. During 
the year, no passengers were killed, but 6 were injured, 
while 4 employes were kiled and 74 injured. The year 
was a notable one for the improvement and extension of 
existing street railways and the incorporation of new 
companies. There were 13 corporations, only 10 of which 
were in operation; they had 183 miles of line, with 213 
miles of single track, 580 motor cars and 152 other cars. 
The number of passengers carried was 44,603,407, and 
there were 1,329 employees. In 49 accidents reported, 4 
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persons were killed and 84 injured. The bulk of the re- 
port is occupied by copies of correspondence, records of 
accidents, and the returns and statistics of the several 
railways and street railways. The illustrations are half- 
tone views.

CONTRACT PRICES. 


ARMOR.—Washington, D. C.—The following bids were 
received Aug. 10, 1000, for furnishing armor for the eight 
battleships, six armored cruisers and three protected 
cruisers authorized at the last two sessions of Congress, 
aggregating about 35,950 tons: The Carnegie and Beth- 
lehem companies each bid for 15,000 tons of face hardened 
armor of Class A—that is, armor for battleships and ar- 
mored cruisers of five inches or more in thickness, at 
$445 a ton, exclusive of a royalty of $45 a ton, making 
ap aggregate cost to the government of $7,850 for 
15,000 tons of armor of this class. On the Class B armor 
for the battleships and armored cruisers, which is face 
hardened armor of less than five inches in thickness, and 
of which 3,800 tons are to be furnished, each bid at the 
rate of $400 a ton, exclusive of a royalty amounting to 
$11.20 a ton, making an aggregate bid of $1,562,560 for 
this class of armor. For Class C armor, which includes 
the diagonal armor, bulkhead plates, etc., not face hard- 
ened, of which 1,150 tons are to be furnished, the bid 
also was $400 in each instance, or an aggregate of $460,- 
000 for the armor of this class. The bid for 600 tons of 
bolts and nuts also was $400 a ton in each instance. Each 
company explained that its bid must be considered as a 
whole, and if it secured the contract under it, Krupp 
armor would be furnished. The Midvale Steel Co., Mid- 
vale, Pa., to furnish the total of 31,000 tons of Class A 
armor at $438 a ton, with no royalty charge to the gov- 
ernment. The upward scale for less than the aggregatc 
amount is as follows: Twenty-five thousand tons at $440, 
20,000 ane at $442, pl tons at $454, 10,000 tons at 
466, 5,000 tons at $500, 2,500 tons at $530. The 
company makes a conditional bid for Class B armer at the 
rate of $380 a ton, provided it secures a contract for 
20,000 tons or more of Class A armor, and further étates 
that no award of less than 20,000 tons will be considered. 
It makes a flat bid of $327 a ton for the 600 tons of Bolts 
and nuts. The other two bidders for bolts and nuts were 
J. B. Kendall, of Washington, who bid $360 a ton, and the 
Carnegie Steel Co., of Pittsburg, which bid $445 a ton. 
While the Midvale Steel Co. did not specifically state in 
its bid that it would furnish Krupp armor, it said that the 
armor would be face hardened and capable of standing the 
ballistic and other tests required by the department. The 
navy department has rejected the bids. 

ASPHALT PAVING.—Newark, N. J.—The Barber As- 
phalt Paving Co., New York, submitted the lowest bids 
July 26, 1900, at $2.
